He Also Agrees To Quit Bnsiness 
There. 

The cases against Dr. H. C. 
Kehoe, druggist, of Fleraingsburg, 
Ky., charged with violating local 
option laws, have been compro- 
mised. Kehoe agrees to pay sixty 
dollars tine and the costs In fifteen 
cases, and fifteen additional cases 
are docketed aiiainst him with 
judgment suspended, but to be en- 
forced and operative should he 
violate the agreement reached, 
which is as follows: 

He is never again to enter into 
the business of a druggist, directly 
or indirectly, alone or in partner- 
ship with another, actively or 
silently, by himself or agent, or in 
any manner in the county of 
Fleming, nor in any way or man- 
ner or under any circumstiinces 
sell, barter, give, lend or traffic in 
any spirituous, vinous or malt 
liquots, nor is he to engage in the 
drug business or to engage in the 
drug or whisky businebs." 

By failure to keep the agreement 
Dr. Kehoe would forfait to the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky the 
sum of two thousand dollars which 
is secured by bond. The agree- 
ments are signed by A. II. Lind- 
sev, chairman of the Law and 
Order League; A. S. Kendall. 
County Attorney, and Dr. H. C. 
Kehoe. The compromise la the 
first of its kind in the State.

CERNE gTaNT~DISAPPEARIN.Q 

l«r«stlngr Survival of Preh Uteris 
England Rapidly Descending. 
Into Native Oblivion. 

An Interesting survival of pre- 
historic England is threatened 
with destruction owing to neglect. 
This is the "Cerne Giaut, 
sal human figure cut on. the side 
of a lofty hill that overlooka the 
BtctUTeaque village of Cerue Ab 
bas. eight miles north of l>or- 
chester. 

It is several yearB since the fur- 
rows which outline the giant's fig- 
ure were scoured and relined with 
chalk. Gradually the latter haa 
been witshed away by the winters' 
rains and It is now barely 1 
Ible. Grass haa ao encroached 
the channels that, seen from a dis- 
tance, the details of the gigantic 
'■ a are hard to trace, thongh 
incouth human form is still 
recognisable. The cost of reno- 
" ig the niiint is estimated at 
about £12, but no one in the local- 
ly knows where the money is to 
imp from. 

The "Old Man," as he is stvled 
by the mjtives of Oerne Abbas (the 
Abbot's Cernel" of Hardy's \Ves- 
sex novels), is built on truly heroic 
Jlc Mauds 180 feet high and 
Igfct hand grasps a knotted 
club W feet long. The unknown 
artist had his own notions of the 
just proportions of the human 
frame, as will be seen from the 
following further measurements: 
Length of body, 77 feet; legs, 80 
feet; head, feet; right arm, 109 
feet; noae, 6 feet; diameter 0/ 
eyes, 2) feet. 

The antiquity of the figure is ac 
cepted by all arohaeologista. 
Most authorities ascribe It to the 
Geltio period, while some Jiave 
held that it represents a n idol once 
worshiped by the pagan West 
- ts. Another view is that it 
iraw the work of the monks of th« 
then uewly-fooii Benedicts 
Abboy of Garaa.

It certainly will be news to moat 
Americana that the great atate of 
Texas has within its borders a 
thriving colony of Japanese farm 
era whose numbers shortly will be 
largely increased. It seeme that 
two years ago a Mr. Oniahi, an 
instructor in a college in Japan 
purchased SIM) seres of land in 
southeastern Texas between 
Houston and Galveston, which he 
deemed favorable for the cultiva- 
tion of rice. Upon thia he put to 
work 40 of hia own countrymen. 
At the end of the Hi st year tbe re 
suits were so favorable that 
double the number of Japaneee 
Immigrants came into the same 
region, bought 4,000 ucrea of 
land and also started in to culti 
vate rice. Now it ia reported that 
Mr. (iada. a Japanese from For- 
mosa, haa arranged to purchnae 
40,000 acres of land west of the 
present colony of hla count rvmcn 
in Texaa has gone to Japan 
to get 1,000 families to set tie on 
his purchase. 

It is further declared that the 
Japunse have been most cordially 
received by the Texana. notwith- 
standing the fact that they have 
managed to raise 100 sacks of rice 
to tbe acre, w hile I he 01 kef Texaa 
owners have not been able to raise 
more than (it) to SO sacks. One rea 
son for the welcome extended to 

ihem is aaid to have ix"«'u their ear- 
nest desire lo learn American 
ways, customs and language. In 
addition to working hard all da.\ 
they have hern at lending schools 
at night. 

If this account be true it will 
certainly evoke much comment. 

Iieen extended by the Texnns to 
the Japanese immigrants is vasi 
ly different from (ho treatment ac- 
corded to their Chinese cousins on 
Hi,' I'a. iti. mast. The Japanese in 
Texas presumably come with the 

idea of making their perrnaneni 

homes there and of becoming lam! 
owners, Texas has plenty of land 
and is short 011 inhabitants and la 

in, 1. Perhaps if the Japanese col- 
onists had sought any other state 
their welcome would have beep, 
different. There are large mini 
hers of them at work as contract 
laborers under our ttaginthcllu 
waUan islands, but their status is 
vastly different from that of the 
Texas immigrants.
